Biggest money-winning runner in the history of racing in Peru is the 4- 
year-old Parlona. which at the end of 1954 had won 11 of her 13 races and 
finished second twice. in the Polla de Potrancas and Derby Nacional. The Derby. 
in November. 1953. was her last defeat. She won all of her 6 races in 1954. 
beating the Derby winner Sherbet in the 3.000-meter Gran Premio Nacional and 
again in the shorter clasico Comercio. Her last victory of the year was in the 
G. P. Jockey Club del Peru. a weight-for-age classic at 3.000 meters. which she 
won by 10 lengths. 


Parlona’s earnings in 1953-54 were 758.000 soles. only 16.000 soles short of 
the total compiled by the year-older Guignol. the only male with larger earnings. 


In her first start of 1955 Parlona scored an easy victory. by about 7!» 


lengths. in the clasico Ciudad de Lima, earning an even 100.000 soles and raising 
her total earning to 858.000 soles (about $45.300). well above the previous record 
held by Guignol. 

What makes Parlona interesting to North American readers is the fact that 
she represents one of the few strains which survived the stigma of the “Jersey 
Act” for 35 years. In France the descendants of Frizette flourished so mightily 
that. in 1948. they finally persuaded the English stud book authority to reconsider 
the exclusion of “American” bloodstock which had been inaugurated in 1913. In 
the meantime. however. most of the stock. with American ancestry had been 
thoreughly discredited. not so much because it was inferior as because it was 
not “pure” according to the English definition of purity. 


Kissy. the third dam of Parlona. was bred at James B. Haggin’s Elmendorf 
Stud at Lexington in 1908. and as a yearling was sent to Argentina. probably in 
the boat which carried her dam. Iloilo, bred in 1897 at Haggin’s Rancho del Paso 
in California. 

J. B. Haggin had the biggest Thoroughbred stud in North America. and 
probably in the world. When racing was all but exterminated in the first decade 
of the century. he became the biggest exporter of bloodstock. and put so many 
horses on the international market that sharp eyes in England and France soon 
discovered a way to halt the unwelcome competition. The American pedigrees 
were declared impure. and this declaration proved to be one of the most effective 
stones ever thrown by one sinner at another. 


The family of Parlona is as thoroughly contaminated with American strains 
ay those of the remarkable Americus Girl in England and Ireland. of Catnip in 
lialy. of Frizette in France. and of Mystify and others in South America. It goes 
hack to origins lost a century before the American stud book was established:

This extension of Parlona’s family goes back at least to the 1760’s. where 
the actual dates are lost in conjecture and genealogy becomes partly mythology. 
precisely as some of the ancestors of the Thoroughbred breed in England were by 
legend out of hearsay, by the best guess available. 


Parlona. bred at Ernesto Ayulo Pardo’s Haras Chillon near Lima. is owned 
by the Quaker State Stud and trained by A. Malnatti. Her dam. Parlanchina, was 
imported from Argentina to Peru. where she won 6 races. including the clasico 
Santa Beatriz. Three of the 6 foals she produced before her death in 1951 are 
among the leading money winners in Peru. The filly Parlera, by Corsican. earned 
536.010 soles. and Pertinaz. full brother of Parlona. earned 258.000. 

The editor of Turf Peruano suggests that Parlona would have an excellent 
chance of winning the 1956 Santa Anita Handicap.

HE Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective As- 
sociation in recent years has been rather success- 
ful in persuading management that at least 40 per 
per cent of the track’s share of the mutuel pools 
should be paid out in purses. Extension of this mini- 
mum to California, where it was resisted strongly, 
may be put down as one of the most important 
victories ever gained by organized horsemen. 

The contest for 40 per cent may have persuaded 
the governors of the HBPA that they have an obliga- 
tion to establish other percentages as a guide for 
management. The organization insists that no track 
should put more than 25 per cent of its total purse 
money into added-money races. 

Why? According to the February issue of the 
Horsemen’s Journal: “No sensible man with a dollar 
to spend for a meal would spend 60 cents, or even 
more, for a fancy dessert and skimp himself on the 
staples such as soup, meat, bread, etc... . 

“The horsemen can and have gone along with the 
tracks to some extent for the sake of building up an 
interest in racing, but the proper place in the budget 
for the extraordinary expenditures called for in an 
unbalanced stakes program is under the heading of 
publicity, promotion and advertising. Generally 
speaking, such programs do far more for the con- 
cessionaire and the stockholder than they do for the 
average breeder and stable owner.” 

This raises several questions. When is a stakes 
program “unbalanced”? At what point do publicity, 
promotion, and advertising and the prosperity of the 
stockholder cease to be beneficial to the stable own- 
er? And especially, why 25 per cent? 

In the absence of evidence more consequential 
than the off-base comparison with a 60-cent dessert, 
we must assume that the 25 per cent maximum for 
stakes was picked out of the air. 

It is dangerous when an organization as power- 
ful as HBPA starts picking figures from the air. 
With the 40 per cent minimum we have no quarrel, 
but with this 25 per cent maximum we have. 

Most of the best racing in North America is at 
tracks which pay out between 25 and 40 per cent of 
their total distribution in stakes races. The over- 
all class of racing can be measured fairly closely by 
the percentage allotted to added-money races. 

We have been unable to imagine any consecutive 
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line of reasoning which would lead to the conclusion 
that the competition of race tracks for the best rac- 
ing talent should be limited to any specific percent- 
age of the total money available for distribution in 
stakes and purses. We do not believe the HBPA can 
set forth the proposition and put Q. E. D. at the end, 
certainly not with the dubious metaphor of a 60-cent 
dessert. Stakes races are just as much meat and 
bread as any other kind of races, and the maximum 
is 40 cents, not 60. 

One of the principal and most significant devel- 
opments of recent years in American racing has been 
an increase in the number and value of stakes races 
exclusively for fillies and mares. In the late 1930’s 
the number of added-money races from which males 
were excluded amounted to about 10 per cent of the 
total number of stakes on the flat. In the last 3 years 
filly-and-mare races have comprised about 18 per 
cent, or slightly more, of the stakes. 

If the HBPA succeeds in convincing the man- 
agement of race tracks that added-money races 
should acount for no more than 25 per cent of gross 
distribution, it is virtually certain that the axe 
would fall hardest upon the races exclusively for 
fillies and mares. For the breeder, this would repre- 
sent, if not calamity, a considerable mileage in the 
direction of a calamity. 

Not until the 1940’s did the American Turf 
begin to take proper account of the necessity for 
providing racing opportunities for fillies, but the 
effect upon breeders and breeding already is being 
demonstrated. Fillies have a proportionately higher 
value in the sales ring and on the race course, and 
breeders have a proportionately higher chance of 
selecting the best stock for broodmares. Competitive 
conditions have changed to such an extent that a 
breeder who fails to take into account the racing 
class of his mares has a steadily diminishing chance 
of success. Twenty years ago there was so little test- 
ing of the racing class of fillies that the breeder was 
obliged to base his judgment mostly on the less reli- 
able, and therefore more expensive, standards of 
pedigree and conformation. 

If American racing has a fault of a critical 
nature, it is not too little standardization, but too 
much. In the matter of stakes money, let us leave 
the tracks alone, each to establish its own standard.

which the little guy enriched his bankroll 
by $12.135. 

In the Flamingo. Florida’s major event 
for 3-year-olds. most opinion is that Belair 
Stud’s Nashua will outclass the field. in- 


cluding Paul Andolino’s Boston Doge. 
unbeaten in 8 races. But Mr. and Mrs. 


Allie Reuben and Trotsek and Adams are 
not conceding anything. They think they 
have a pretty good chance with Prince 
Noor. 

It must be admitted Prince Noor’s race 
in the Everglades. over the Flamingo dis- 
tance of a mile and a furlong. was im- 
pressive. Fourteenth on the backstretch. 
the son of *Noor closed a tremendous gap 
while taking the overland and drew away. 
He proved his’ fondness for the route. 
How he'll handle the weight against such 
established stars as Nashua and Boston 
Doge is something else again.

THE BUSINESS SIDE 


HBPA’s Study of Stakes to Total Distribution 


A study of the relationship of stakes to purse distribution 
was in the February issue of the Horsemen’s Journal, official 
organ of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective Association. 

The Journal said the HBPA’s policy of 25 per cent of the 
total distribution in stakes and 75 per cent in overnight purses 
was the “best and most equitable distribution.” 

Only 7 of 55 tracks studied came within 3 per cent of the 
recommendations. Belmont Park devoted a larger percentage of 
its purse money to stakes—40.4 per cent—than any other track. 
Others above 30 per cent were Washington Park, 38.3; Jamaica. 
37.6: Arlington Park. 37.2: Aqueduct, 35.8; Saratoga. 34.5: 
Santa Anita. 34.0; and Hollywood Park, 30.7. Eleven tracks 
did not distribute any money in stakes, and 16 others distributed 
less than 10 per cent. The national average was 20.2. 

In an accompanying editorial the Horsemen’s Journal said: 

“It is obvious to even the slowest witted among us. how-

“T want to review movies of the Santa 
Anita Derby carefully before making up 
my mind about the trip to Kentucky.” 
trainer Mickey Tenney said. “I wouldn't 
want to go back to that country with a 
colt that might get beaten 15 or 20 lengths. 
I think too many Californians have tried 
for the Derby with inferior horses. We 
breed some good horses out here, and 
when I do go back to Kentucky I want it 
to be with a colt we'll all be proud of.” 

Tentative plans are for Swaps to fly to 
Keeneland next month for the Blue Grass 
Stakes as a prelude to the Kentucky 
Derby, then return home immediately after 
the Derby to race at Hollywood Park 
since he is not nominated for the other 
“triple crown” races, the Preakness and 
Belmont Stakes. 

Ellsworth. a keen judge of a_ horse. 
feels that Swaps is without doubt the best 
he ever has bred. Tenney is not so sure. 


“He is a good-natured. willing. smart 
horse.” he says. “but Bequeath (which 


was unplaced in the Derby) could beat 
him if he had his temperament.” 

Some quick thinking by veteran Johnny 
Longden had a great deal to do with 
Swaps’ victory. Going into the first turn. 
trouble developed up ahead. and it looked 
as though Swaps might be caught in a 
bad jam. Longden saw his chance to slip 
through a narrow opening between horses. 
with the result that Swaps moved up into 
a contending position instead of running 
the risk of being shut off back in sixth 
place. 

With Bequeath on the rail. Right Down 
in the middle. and Swaps on the outside. 
the 3 leaders ran that way to the far turn 
where Longden decided it was time to 
move. He made his bid before swinging 
into the turn, and quickly opened a_3- 
length lead. 

But Swaps. having won the race, then 
almost lost it just as suddenly. He turned 
the last corner for home extremely wide. 
and by the time Longden got him straight 
again Jean’s Joe had closed the gap and 
was right at his heels. If Swaps was tired, 
he did not show it again, but held on grim- 
ly in a furious drive all the way to the wire. 
Jean’s Joe cut the margin to half a length, 
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but that the closest he could get. 
Swaps time for the mile and a furlong 
was 1:50 over a track that was fast for 
the Derby after being good for earlier 
races. 

Although Ellsworth is listed as the own- 
er of the stable and Tenney as the trainer, 
the fact is that they are partners in the 
stable. the ranches. the cattle-raising and 
the breeding operations. They have one 
of the most successful stables in California. 
and they are the largest Thoroughbred 
breeders. 

Ellsworth and Tenney have been friends 
all their lives. They grew up together in 
Safford. Ariz... punched cows and rode 
the range and have always raced together. 
They have 4 good ranches now—one in 
Arizona, another in Colorado and 2 in 
southern California.

A New Track 


For New Belmont 


On the facing page is a representation 
of Belmont Park as it would look after 
The Jockey Club remodeled it for use as a 
non-profit co-operative race track. An out- 
line of the new racing surface is super- 
imposed on an artist’s drawing of the 
present layout. 


The most significant alterations, both 
apparent in the picture, are changes in 
the racing strip and relocation of the 
grandstand and club house. 


The old Widener chute would be used 
as the homestretch, and the new back- 
stretch would slice through the present 
grandstand-club house area. The cir- 
cumference of the new track would be 
cut to 11, miles, and the Widener straight- 
away would remain the longest straight 
course at any track in the U. S. 


The old grandstand and club house 
would be torn down and new accommoda- 
tions built on the opposite side of the 
track. According to The Jockey Club, this 
would allow better traffic control and 
the elimination of hazardous bottlenecks 
on Hempstead Avenue, into which all 
vehicular traffic now is funneled. 


Marshall Cassidy, executive secretary 
of The Jockey Club spoke warmly of the 
new layout: “The track, as proposed, will 
have the longest straight chute of any 
track in America and have a width which 
permits the greatest number of horses to 
start in a race. In addition, the track 
proper, as well as the turf course and 
the steeplechase course, is wider than 
other tracks operating in this country. 
There should never at any time be a 
limit imposed which would restrict large 
fields, and with proper banking on the 
turns there will be no excuse for horses 
running out as so frequently occurs on 
smaller tracks. 


“The fact that neither of the courses 
at any time cross each other makes it 
possible for a constant grade to be main- 
tained on the turns. In my opinion all 3 
tracks should be a model for safety and 
consistent racing.”

In Fire at Cloverton Farm 


Sixteen horses burned to death the 
night of February 19, when fire destroyed 
the principal barn at True Davis Jr.’s 
Cloverton Farm, St. Joseph. Mo. Killed 
were the stallions De Luxe. John’s Pride 
and Coonskin Cap, 7 broodmares. and 6 
yearlings. Only De Luxe and Coonskin Cap 
were insured. 

According to the owner, Frank Howard, 
Cloverton manager, stopped at the barn 
on a routine inspection tour at 10 p, m. 
and found smoke coming from beneath 
the tack room door. When he opened the 
door he was knocked down by flames. 
Howard ran from the barn to get help. but 
when he returned a few minutes later 
it was too late. The fire had spread 
throughout the barn, and it was impossible 
to rescue any of the horses. 

Davis said an inspection of the wreckage 
revealed that the fire was caused by a 
defective fuel oil heater in the tack room. 

Also destroyed were many laboratory 
test animals owned by the Anchor Serum 
Company, of which Davis is president. 

De Luxe, a 9-year-old horse by Bull Lea 
—Nellie L., by *Blenheim IT, was the best 
horse Davis had owned since he entered 
the Thoroughbred business in 1946, Win- 
ner of the Narragansett Special and other 
stakes, De Luxe entered the stud in Ken- 
tucky, and was moved to Cloverton after 


the 1954 breeding season. John’s Pride 
was an 1l-year-old horse by *Mahmoud— 
Richmond Rose, by Victorian; Coonskin 
Cap was a 5-year-old horse by Balladier— 
Taj Bibi, by *Sickle. 

Davis. who still has 14 mares at Clover- 
ton said he probably would obtain a new 
stallion within the week. “It would be al- 
most impossible to make any satisfactory 
arrangements for sending the mares some- 
where else at this late date.” he said.

Club Hears 
‘Rain-Maker’ 


Paul J. Caublin, general manager of the 
Water Resources Development Corpora- 
tion. of Denver, Colo., discussed _ his 
firm’s progress in getting increased rain- 
fall at a luncheon meeting in Lexington 
February 19 of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America. 

“We are not rain-makers.” he said. “We 
work within the framework of nature.” If 
the rain is in the clouds, the company 
tries to get it out; if it isn’t there, it can’t 
be manufactured. 

Attempts to seed clouds from airplanes 
have proved futile. Caubin said. The 
“simple machine” now used is a ground 
generator which projects. silver iodide 
crystals into the air when the approach 
of a cold front forces the warm air up- 
ward and sets up a favorable condition for 
rain or snow. In theory. the millions of 
crystals cause more condensation and 
hence more precipitation than the clouds 
would have yielded without seeding. The 
generator whose target area is Bourbon 
County is located a few miles away in 
Frankfort. 

The speaker introduced charts and 
graphs summarizing the results of 5 years 
of cloud-seeding in several different states 
and countries. All these showed increases 
in rainfall. The most dramatic increase 
was in southern Idaho. where, the com- 
panys mathematicians had concluded, 
there was only one chance in a thousand 
that the larger quantity of rain was due 
to chance. 

Increases in precipitation as a_ result 
of seeding have ranged from about 20 
per cent “in areas such as this” to about 
80 per cent in the snow-pack areas, the 
speaker claimed. In answer to a question, 
he said the company had engaged in no 
project in which there had been a decrease 
in rainfall. If he had been working in 
Bourbon County last summer, he probably 
could have increased the rainfall 4 to 6 
inches. 

Caubin was preceded on the program by 
mayor E. W. Glass, of Paris, who was 
instrumental in obtaining the services of 
the firm for Bourbon County. Glass ex- 
plained that Bourbon County started 
negotiating with the company last April, 
and since then the city and the county 
and 75 per cent of the farmers have co- 
operated in setting up a non-profit “rain- 
making” corporation in which the cost of 
membership is $3 a year for each acre of 
tobacco. 

He said Caubin’s company started work- 
ing in Bourbon County on January 3, “and 
all we know is that we’ve had more rain 
than usual. It’s a gamble. It may be all 
right. and it may not.”

contact between the 2 horses. no bumping. 
although Hasty Road drifted out slightly. 
He has drifted out before and. if memory 
serves, he had to survive a foul claim in 
the 1954 Preakness. 

Adams. as cagey and crafty as any of 
the pros still around. was unflustered 
when Capeador ranged alongside through 
the stretch. As he explained after the 
race. “I never lost the lead and I am sure 
we didn’t bump Capeador because my 
horse was running so smoothly all the 
way.” 

Woodhouse had a different version: “I 
thought we got to the front by about a 
head at the eighth-pole but when Hasty 
Road brushed by me, Capeador stumbled 
a little bit and just seemed shaken by it. 
He was never able to make that up.” 


Hasty Road. under 122 pounds. weni 
over the wet track (it had rained earlier 
in the day) in a creditable 2:0225. He 
was coupled with *Stan. which placed 
fifth. and *Mister Black. seventh. They 
paid $7.20. For Hasty Road. which had 
injured himself on January 22. it was a 
third straight. and the Widener purse 
lifted his all-time total to $540.932. put- 
ting him 11th on the all-time money-win- 
ning list. He was bought at the Keene- 
land summer sales for only $23.100. 

The Reubens and Trotsek had_ tasted 
victory in the Widener before. in) 1953. 
when Oil Capitol beat Alerted. Battle- 
field. Spartan Valor, and Crafty Admiral. 
Seme say that was the greatest Widener 
of them all. 

Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt's Social Out- 
cast tired under 126 pounds and finished 
a well beaten third in the Widener. Other- 
wise, he had no excuse. The pigeon-toed 
son of Shut Out finished about 4 lengths 
back of Hasty Road. giving it a game 
try under Eric Guerin’s strong handling. 
Cerise Reine. the only mare in the field. 
found the colts too rugged for her. and 
she finished sixth. It was a good effort. 
however. Maharajah evidently didn’t like 
the wet track. Ram o° War. under only 
107 pounds. moved menacingly into sec- 
ond place at the quarter-pole. only to 
chuck it thereafter. Artismo broke in a 
tangle. while Correlation was a sorry 
tenth and last. He had been flown in 
from California. 

The lone withdrawal was Charfran Sta- 
ble’s Argentine-bred *Cascanuez. which 
enly 3 days before had raced to a notable 
victory, his fourth in a row. in the Bou- 
gainvillea Turf Handicap. He probably 
is our best horse on the grass now in 
training. He'll next point for the $50.000 
Hialeah Turf Handicap at 114 miles on 
March 2. 

Come to think of it. Hedley Woodhouse 
has lost 4 tough Widener renewals. a 
| difference personally of $23.570. The tiny 


gentleman admits he has a Widener jinx. 
Last year he lost in a photo when Land- 
locked won over Quiet Step. In 1951. he 
rode Three Rings. and Sunglow beat him 
by 114 lengths. Back in 1948 El Mono 
defeated Woodhouse and Stud Poker by a 
head. 

“T sure would like to win it once.” he 
said in the jockey’s room after Capeador’s 
narrow setback. 


PLEASE. Don Meade. who has been 
called the “bad boy” of the Turf. has 
lost what may be his last chance of re- 
turning to horse racing. 

Last Monday, February 14, the 41-year- 
old former jockey, appeared before the 
Florida Racing Commission in an effort 
to get a license as a trainer. The com- 
mission. by unanimous vote. turned down 
his bid despite a tearful plea by his wife 
and the surprise intercession by Saul Sil- 
berman. president of Tropical Park. 

Silberman said he was not appearing as 
a witness for Meade. “I'm only speaking 
from the standpoint of racing in general.” 
he said. “If a man who has violated the 
rules pays his debt to society. he should 
be given another chance—a_ probationary 
period.” 

While expressing himself as sympathetic 
to Meade as an individual. commission 
chairman J. Saxton Lloyd called Silber- 
man’s plea “a merciful view.” but he 
thought the responsibility was to protect 
the interests of racing. not the individual. 

Lloyd dwelt on Meade’s lengthy record 
of violations, and said he did not feel 
reinstatement in any form was justifiable. 

He remembered Meade’s ride on the 
1933. Kentucky Derby winner’ Broker's 
Tip. and the fact that in some instances 
Meade had bet on horses other than his 
own. 

Meade was represented by attorney 
James Knight. who pleaded for more 
than an hour in behalf of the little vet- 
eran. He asked for a probationary trial 
period. 

Commissioner J. D. Johnson said Meade 
had failed to live up to previous proba- 
tions in years past. 

John E. Bigman. a Coral Gables con- 
tractor. said if the commission would give 
Meade a license he would hire him as a 
trainer. 

Meade. the father of 5 children. last 
rode in 1945 when he ran afoul of racing 
officials in Mexico City. 

TEDDY RAZZED. If Ted Atkinson 
never sees Belair Stud’s Ambient again it 
probably will be too soon, For the second 
time this winter. Ambient got Atkinson 
“in wrong” with the dear old public by 
finishing fifth in a field of 7 3-year-olds 
going a mile and a furlong on February 
18. Hialeah’s patrons razzed Teddy just 
as unmercifully as the Tropical Park 
punters had done on January 11 after 
Ambient was beaten by Uncle Gus. On 
each occasion Ambient had been 2 to 5.

ticulous attention to even the slightest 
detail. and the other is Ellsworth’s eye 
for a horse. 

“I practically raised Rex.” Tenney told 
a group of newsmen after the Santa Anita 
Derby. (Actually. both are 47 and Ells- 
worth is one day older). “I don’t often 
let him get high on himself. but this is a 
rare occasion and I will say this: there 
isn’t a better judge of a horse in the 
country than Rex Ellsworth.” 

In 1946. when he needed a stallion for 
his ranch, Ellsworth made a trip abroad 
with Joe Estes. of The Blood-Horse, to get 
one. The horse he liked) most was 
*Nasrullah. which could not be bought at 
the time. He then bought the Aga Khan’s 
*Khaled. which has been a phenomenally 
successful sire in California. 

“IT liked eveything about him.” Ells- 
worth said. “and his dam, Eclair. was the 
best-looking mare I saw in all of Eng- 
land.” Swaps’ dam is Iron Reward, which 
never won a race. He has a 2-year-old 
brother. Like Magic. now in training at 
Santa Anita. 

Tenney (his first name. Meshach. is 
taken from the Bible) gave Swaps _ his 
name. “Rex and I were trying to figure 
out names for our young horses.” he said. 
“You know. it’s a tough job. We tried 
this name, and then that one. and we were 
swapping ‘em around so much. I suggested 
that we call him just that—Swaps.” 

Swans now has won all 3 of his starts 
this winter at Santa Anita. But he missed 
running in the San Felipe Handicap, be- 
cause of an infected heel. After his victory 
in the San Vicente Stakes in the mud. 
some dirt had become sealed in his right 
fore foot. It was serious enough to cause 
him to miss several works and an impor- 
tant race leading up to the Derby. 

The disappointment of the Derby was 
the showing of Murcain Stable’s Blue 
Ruler. While he finished third, beaten 4 
lengths, he did not run a bad race, but 
it was a poor performance for him after his 
string of brilliant victories last summer. 

Before the Derby field got under way 
Blue Ruler was fighting the starting gate. 
rearing in his stall and lashing out with 
his fore legs. In his only other race this 
winter. he had pinned his ears back going 
to the first turn and Willie Shoemaker 
had to sting him repeatedly with his whip 
before Blue Ruler would run. 

One trainer sized it up pretty well. “I 
guess they thought they could bring Blue 
Ruler in right off the pasture and win all 
this money. It was a temptation. But it 
looks like they should have given him 
more time.” 

Blue. Ruler still may come around in 
time for the Kentucky Derby and other 
classics. He’s a good colt. and should 
prove it again.

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Inglis Blisters Hazel Park, 
Denies Plea for 3 More Days 


When Michigan racing commissioner 
James H. Inglis 2 weeks ago announced 
a tentative schedule of 1955 racing dates 
—53 days for Hazel Park and 56 days 
for Detroit Race Course—spokesmen for 
Hazel Park said this indicated a “venge- 
ful. vindictive, and capricious decision.” 
one which needed investigation as to the 
commissioner's “real” motives. Hazel 
Park appealed for 3 additional days. using 
as one of its arguing points a 4-year-old 
policy of the commissioner's office to as- 
sign equal days to both tracks. 

Last week in 7 legal-sized, single-spaced 
pages, commissioner Inglis told the Hazet 
Park Racing Association what was wrong 
with its race track and why he was deny- 
ing its request for 3 more days. The 
letter was addressed to John Monaghan. 
Hazel Park’s attorney. 

“Cutting through the extraneous and 
irrelevant material contained therein,” he 
said, “I find that your argument for equal 
dates with the Michigan Racing Associa- 
tion rests chiefly on 2 points: 1) an al- 
leged 10-year agreement between your as- 
sociation and the MRA. and 2) the favor- 
able attendance and mutuel handle fig- 
ures at Hazel Park .. . 


“Your statement that I gave my ap- 
proval to this alleged 10-year date agree- 
ment is completely false and. in fact, the 
exact opposite of my publicly announced 
position on the matter. 

“At the time that this alleged 10-year 
date agreement was first handed to me 
by the attorneys for the Michigan Racing 
Association and Hazel Park, I stated em- 
phatically that I did not the 
agreement binding upon the racing com- 
mission in any way. shape. or form. I re- 
peated this same opinion several times 
later to representatives of the press and 
repeated it again at a racing commission 
hearing held during February. 1954, re- 
garding the 1954 date schedule .. . 


consider 


“T have always considered. and so stat- 


ed. that this alleged 10-year date agree- 
ment was completely without meaning. 
force. or effect. and have been advised by 
competent legal counsel that such is the 
case.” 

Inglis thought that attendance and pari- 
mutuel figures were important, but he 
reminded Hazel Park that it and Detroit 
Race Course have a “complete monopoly” 
during their running dates; hence the 
public is not allowed the luxury of choice 


of which track it will attend. Other fac. 
tors—conveniences afforded the public, 
betting facilities, conditions along the 
backstretch, and the size of the track— 
have to be considered. 

Inglis said that Hazel Park's statement 
“did not attempt to deny or explain in 
any way the undisputed and incontrevert- 
ible fact that the most recent annual fi- 
nancial statements of the 2 associations 
list the net depreciated valuation of the 
Michigan Racing Association track at $3, 
482.293. as against a figure of $1,517.053 
for the Hazel Park plant.” 

The commissioner concluded that “the 
superiority of the Michigan Racing As. 
sociation track beth in facilities for horse- 
men and for the public is illustrated ae. 
curately by these comparative figures.” 

He said he had been a day-by-day ob- 
server of the operations of both tracks, 
and had noted. particularly on Saturdays 
and holidays. the “discomfort and incon- 
venience” at Hazel Park. There wasn't 
enough room in the grandstand, and the 
mutuel facilities. with attendant long 
lines, reminded him of “county fair type 
race tracks,” he said. 

“Even the washrooms appear to be in- 
adequate to the Saturday and _ holiday 
crowds at Hazel Park.” he said. “It is not 
uncommon on these days to see lines of 
patrons 40 to 60 feet in length waiting to 
get into the washrooms.” 

The commissioner said that Hazel Park’s

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grandstand. “designed as an automobile 
race track grandstand.” was uncomfort- 
able for horse racing. For example. there 
were only 1115 inches between the backs 
of one row of seats and the front of the 
next row. as against 2015 inches at De- 
troit Race Course. 

He compared the jockeys’ washrooms 
at the 2 tracks: At Detroit. 2 urinals. 4 
stall toilets. 8 stall showers. and 4 wash 
basins; at Hazel Park. one urinal. 2 toilets 
without stalls. one shower compartment 
with 4 shower heads. and one wash basin. 
“The congestion and delay which takes 
place in the inadequate Hazel Park jock- 
eys’ room is a serious problem for the 
clerk of the scales and an obstacle to a 
smooth operation of the racing program at 
that track.” 

Inglis termed Hazel Park’s contention 
that its five-eighths mile track is equal or 
superior to a mile track a “slick piece 
of local press agentry which is completely 
unsupported ...” He listed all the major 
race tracks with their distances and 
judged that “if Hazel Park is in step with 
the times in their devotion to the five- 
eighths strip. then nearly every other lead- 
ing race track in America is out of step.” 

“The reluctance of horsemen to endan- 
ger their best horses on half-mile or 5- 
mile tracks puts a ceiling over the quality 
of racing that can take place on such 
tracks.” Although Hazel Park could af- 
ford $25,000 to $50.000 stakes races. he 


didn't think it would help attract better 
horses there. 

He judged Detroit superior to Hazel 
Park also in the condition of its running 
strip and in the paddock. walking ring. 
gardens and landscaping. driveways. walk- 
ways. benches. offices and meeting rooms. 
film patrol development and_ projection 
rooms. dining facilities. and loading plat- 
ferms for busses and taxicabs. 

Inglis said he couldn’t blame Monaghan 
for making the best case he could for 
Hazel Park. “But I deeply resent your 
recent tactics and statements regarding 
myself. and brand as completely untrue 


your slanderous accusation that I have 
acted from capricious. whimsical. arbi- 
trary. or improper motives. My 2-year 


record as racing commissioner and riy 
previous public career will refute these 
falsehoods. 

“Your intemperate outburst was occa- 
sioned by a 3-day cut from your previous 
profit-making season of 56 days ... A 
total of 53 good-weather dates is still a 
very long and desirable racing season in 
comparison with dates granted to other 
race tracks in big-city areas throughout 
the country ... The average is 43.” 

Several days later. on February 17. 
Inglis made his date allotment official: 
Detroit Race Course. 56 days from May 
20 to July 25, plus 6 charity days, July 
25 to July 30: Hazel Park. 53 days. Aug- 
ust 5 to October 5.

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everything but the Native Dancers and 
Citations (I'm afraid I can’t even include 
Stymie with the above 2—because after all 
he was claimed by Mrs. Jacobs in a $1,500 
claiming race at which time he ran sev- 
enth)—I'm afraid the honorable 28 would 
have gelded him right off the track into 
the meat-choppers. Yet as it turned out 
he became one of the really great and be- 
loved horses of all time. along with Man 
o War. Old Bones. etc. Which is proof 
that even cheap claimers make good. 


To a great extent you gentlemen will 
defeat racing in the long run if you try 
to eliminate the small stables and small 
breeders. They create the local. everyday 
interest. especially if a horse is known 
and liked. It starts with the trainer. the 
swipes, the exercise boys. the waiters in 
the track dining rooms. the farm hands. 
the manager. all one’s friends who are 
race minded and find out when your 
horse is going and go to the track to make 
a day of it. I really think gentlemen you 
have lost sight of the trees for the ferest. 

The influx of yearlings at sales from 
foreign markets pushes the home-grown 
colt off the racing map. The foreign 
horses are bought at sales at fabulous 
prices, entered in all the rich races: and 
after all only a limited number of horses 
can start in any flat race in this country. 
especially the $50.000 and $100.000 type 
of race. There should be more races 
with $3.500. $4.000. or $5.000 purses. then 
the average horse would at least have 
a sporting chance of makine his owner a 
living. or paying the feed bill. 

The breeding of horses helps many peo- 
ple. To start with. from the time the 
mare has been bred until the 2-year-old 
races. it takes from 12 to 14 men to breed 
the mare. feed. care for. break. school. 
and bring the 2-year-old to the races. 
These men are drawing pay and eating 
and living comfortably. yet you 
would like to eliminate the breeders. espe- 
cially the small breeder from whom di- 
rectly or indirectly these men are kept 
in jobs. 

Why would you want to eliminate a 
breeder from receiving a small percentage 
of a purse? He doesn’t receive any per- 
centage (out of Maryland) unless his colt 
or filly wins a stake: surely then he is 
entitled to it for putting another top colt 
in action. 

To be fair to all breeders. no one 
breeder should be allowed to sell as many 
as 47 yearlings at one sale. Mavhe 40 of 
them will be duds. 

When a breeder floods the markets. 
even with colts from top mares and mostly 
imported stallions. the outcome is just 
as uncertain as 3 yearlings from a small 
breeding establishment. As Mr. Sam Rid- 
dle once said when we asked him about 
our mare that Algy Daingerfield consid- 
ered the best-bred mare in America at 
that time (she was imported too)—Mr. 


Riddle said, “Well, you can take the best- 
bred mare and breed her to the best stal- 
lion and there is only one thing [ll guar- 
antee you: you won't get a calf.” After 
all. racing is a gamble; that is why people 
bet. 

I personally do not think racing is 
socialistic; it is one of the really great 
democratic sports of the world, so let's 
keep it that way.’ And, too, you know 
all breeders could be limited to a certain 
number of horses to be sold at public 
auction, or racing days and stabling could 
be extended and enlarged. Just a sugges- 
tion or 2 for thought. 

“Ah, snug lie those that slumber

A Hole to Plug

The daily double! Some men_ will 
cheat, sometime. The late Henry Straus 
felt keenly enough to do something about 
this subject, and through his ingenuity 
the totalisator came to life, a marvelous 
thing for racing no doubt. This inven- 
tion absolutely eliminated thieving — by 
racing officials from pools where the 
totals were flashed before the public’s 
eyes. 

Why not “plug up” the last remaining 
hole. the daily double? At all tracks the 
policy at present is to keep John Q. unin- 
formed completely until after the first 
race is official. Then he is told the size 
of the pool and the pay-off possibilities if 
he won the first race. 

If one conniving person has access to a 
“wheel” to the second race after the first 
winner is official how can he lose? 

I recommend that all racing associations 
be compelled to display a daily-double 
tote board showing the size of the pool 
and the number of tickets sold, prior to 
“off-time” of the first race. There is at 
least a 10-minute interval at all tracks, 
and this is ample time to chalk these 
figures on a blackboard for interested 
persons. 


Let It Alone 
(From Howard Hansen, Chicago) 


I have been a subscriber to The Blood-

never read so much to do about nothing 
in all this time as the article on the 
conference on overproduction of the 
Thoroughbred industry. 

I agree with Alex Bower and J. J. 
Isaacson that there is no overproduction 
of horses or you would not see 5- and 8-

horse fields at all the race tracks all over 
the country. I also agree with Fred Col- 
will that a horse should not run for a 
purse that is worth as much or more than 
the horse is worth. The purses for horses 
running for $5.000 to $10.000 should be 
larger than those of the $2.000 to $3.500 
claimers. 

I disagree with all those who propose 
rules and regulations to limit the breed- 
ing and racing of horses. If a man has 
enough faith in a horse to buy it. no 
matter what the price. he should be able 
to breed or race the horse as he sees fit. 
It is his money that he throws away if he 
is wrong. 

You might improve the breed with these 
rules and regulations, but you would have 
the same percentage of stakes horses and 
the same percentage of $2,500 horses no 
matter what type horses you breed. They 
can't all be stakes horses. 

Horse racing is as great as it is today 
because a comparatively poor man can 
have a chance to get a bargain mare and 
breed a stakes winner, You get no guaran- 
tee that the horse you buy for $80.000 will 
outrun the horse John Jones bought for 
$100. So let the rules and regulations 
alone. 

Everyone is making money but the own- 
ers and breeders with poor judgement, 
and no matter what you do there has to 
be more losers than winners.
